Introduction 

The biggest problem that fa'-ed The University libraries In the 
past ten years has been the lack of sufficient library resources and 
the lack of funds to support the burgeoning growth of The University. 
For many years faculty and students expressed their dissatisfaction 
in many ways; and several years ago the accreditation of The University 
was threatened by the lack of sufficient supportive library activities. 
The rising rate of both student and faculty and the growth of under- 
graduate, masters and doctoral programs required more aid. 

As a result of a study of the problem. It was suggested by many 
persons that a bond Issue for the support of the book collection of 
the academic Institutions be presented to the voters for their approval. 
In November, 1972 the proposition to float a bond Issue for S10,0CO,000 
to support academic libraries was passed by a two to one margin. As 
a result the General Library of The University was granted as a supple- 
ment to Us reguUr budget the sum of $328,000. for the purchase cf 
books and related education materials. 

This windfall was not without Its problems, as no monies were provided 
for processing the materials, consequently, this did cause many problems 
In all aspects of adding materials to the library. However, undaunted, 
the library staff by various methods planned the program of selection, 
addition, cataloging, and all Its rainlflcatlons and plunged Into the new 
fiscal year with Its promise of collection Improvement with a great zeal. 
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The plin was to purchase many collections, back runs of periodicals 
and Individual Uens that had been neglected due to the lack of funds 
In the past. The goal was set to purchase approximately 60,000 to 
70,000 books a year In various format to try to bring the library into 
line with the Clapp-Jordan formula for a collection of 1,149,133 books 
ulthln thr next five years. This meant that the library had a defi- 
ciency of over 500,000 volunes and that It appeared the library would 
fall short of the goal; however, every attempt would be made to get as 
much out of the monies available to try to reach the nearest point to 
the goal as time budget a:id Inflation would permit. 

Current ActlvUy 

This past f1$ral year the library did not obtain Its goal In ev«ry 
respKt. bu* mar\y strides were made toward the processing, purchasing 
and handling cf the materials wanted. Over 48,000 volumes In hardbound 
form, and 7500 titles In microform were added In addition to goveriwent 
publications, films, cassettes and many other special Items which can 
be studied In deUll In the accompanying statistics. 

New methods and devices were studied and obtained to process materials 
on hand. The library added a Micrographic Catalog Retrieval Systan to 
aid In ciUlogIng, as well as purchasing materials with full catalog 
processing to aid the pronpt processing of Incoming materials. A new 
computerized accounting systen-BATAB-was Installed to aid In more 
effective handling of Incoming bills; and recently the library has Joined 
an Inter-reglonal agency--The Inter-University Council of Dallas-to 
esttbllsh relationship with the Ohio College Library Center to aid the 
cattloging process by an on-line computerized service which will enable 
us to speed up our processing and to create eventually a better cooper- 
atlve relationship ulth other schools In the sute by a centralized 
accessions daU bank. 

Present technical service operations Include microfiche reproduction 
of our serials list In both an alphabetic and subject arrangement; while 
i weekly computerized list gives to our staff, students and faculty In- 
formation of new additions to the library. A computerized list of books 
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on Order Is also utilized to check requests and to keep a search tool 
for purchasing books up-to-date. 

He<nbers Of the staff In all areas are working Incessantly to Ifrprove 
the total concept of service In all areas of the library. Rather than 
detail this Inforr^tlon, It Is suggested that contact with the staff 
would be a more effective way to learn of the many new services and Im- 
provement In previous activities have added to the effectiveness of the 
1 Ibrary. 

Adr^Tmstratlve Services 

Special Innovations In reproduction and printing, as well as binding, 
nade the Library Copy Services an Important sectlcn of library service. 
Over a 1,610,000 Xerox copies were reproduced; while nearly 560,000 pages 
were multl9'*aphed for various uses. Other services Included production 
of 5i24l franes of microfilm 102 positive rolls of microfilm, 102 photo- 
prlrits, 6,589 reader-printer sheets and 2,313 velo-bound books. 

The financial section of the Services also did a tremendous job In 
accounting for the $2,367,513. budget for the year; and the office sUff 
Is to be conmended for Its activities In keeping a busy operation running 
effectively. 

Other accomplishments In this Services area Included major activities 
In system design and analysis witn various programs being Implemented 
such as BATAB, Ifpplementatlon of ER.C search service, Interllbrary loan 
computer program, lUD-OClC coordination and slnllar programs. 

Readers' Services Division 

A major change took place In the Division with the separation of the 
bibliographic function (Bibliography Department) from the area and Its 
reorganization as a separate division which was designated as the 
Collection Development Division. The change was made In January, 1974, 
and a report on this Division Is located elsewhere In this document. 

Particular attention 1$ oelng paid to suggestions made by patrons and 
and suygestlon boxes are conveniently located for Input information so 
that the sUff can learn more directly what patrons need. 

New developments hav« been niade In orientation procedures and a vuff 
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"eniber has been assigned to full-time Orientation and Graduate Re- 
search problens under the direction of Assistant Dean for Readers- 
Services. 

The Reference Department has been publishing various tip sheets 
giving varied Information about llbrsry activities, hours, location 
of cerUIn materials and endeavoring to keep patrons Informed about 
changes taking place since many moves of materials are constantly being 
Wde because of remodelling and building additions. 

Library service faclltles have been expanded and lirproved 1r. the 
Fine Arts and Parish libraries. Lutemng facilities at the Firo Arts 
Library have been expanded as well space and shelving faclltles. 
Materials have been transferred frcn the General Library to the Parisn 
Libra.-y to expand that area's service froT approximately 3.000 to 2U.G00 
volures of business ar,d adpu.istrative sclerce tooks and serials. 

Workshops have been held by various departments during the year to 
improve staff abilities and new services have been added of which the 
Best outstanding was that of an expprimental program in coordination 
with the Technology AppUcations Center covering literature searches 
In machine readable data bases. 

Service In the Governnent Publ .cations Section was vastly improved 
by the addition of the depository status for the Food and Agricultural 
Organization of the U.N. publications; as well as extensive additions 
of microforms in a nultitutde of topics. 

The Special Collection Cepartrent staff has been expanded to improve 
services in the Southwest and New Mexico collections, as well as maps, 
archival materials, and rare books. New policies are being formed to 
Improve handling of materials of all types. Some It^s-such as 16 inn 
films-have been transferred out to other areas to atterpt to consoli- 
date the specialities of the department. This are. currently having 
installed a security systew to prevent reoccurrence of major theft such 
as occurred several years ago. During the year four honorary consult- 
ants were named to aid in collection development: George Dalphin of the 
Sandia Laboratory 'or the Hap Collection. Jack RIttenhouse of the UNM 
Press for the history of books and printing. Andy Gregg. New Mexico 
historian for western history and Florence Lister, writer for Southwestern 
archaelogy and ethnology. 
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Ore of the bigqest jobs t^e Circulation Department has been con- 
$t2't rc-vr^i^uaticn of the collection because of the building and remod- 
elling progrt*^. Anotner has been to cope with prrbi^ms of Staffing 
crofted by extended hours, and the reduced v. .^-^ king space created by con- 
struction on the new elevator shaft. 

Current study Is being made on the possibility of Installing an elec- 
tronic security systeoi to stop theft of bocks from the library collection 
as well as Irprovenent of the reserve book limiting and possibility of 
establishing some type of Improved che^k-out system. 

Technical Services Division 

New developments in the Acquisitions Department were the completion 
of the first year of use of the Baker and Taylor Autor^ted Buying Systems 
for Libraries which Is an automated ordering/accounting system. The 
system aided in increasing production without the addition of staff, yet 
the department was not able to Input many Items and are still very heavily 
backlogged. In the Spring 1974 the department personnel began to use the 
Inforex systen--a xey-to-disc computerized Input system that eleminated 
an excra keying process. The department backlog amount to 13,610 orders 
to be input and retrospective bloc purchases to be received of 74,256 
itens. Mar\y changes were made in procedures and personnel which did 
delay some of the activities of the Department. Expansion was made poss- 
ible in work space by transfer of the Serials Department to the basement. 

In the Gift Exchanges Section of the Acquisition Department seven ex- 
change lists were prepared during the year to over 250 addresses of which 
41 are foreign. Some sales during the year of surplus materials iias 
$U724.47. The number of gifts received totaled 49,717 Items freer 1,010 
donors. A major Item received was that of 592 books and 95 serials from 
S. R. Shapiro, a New York bookdealer. The collection consisted of photo- 
graphy books, cartoons and foreign items. In March, 1974 the library 
received a gift of 595 books and 908 serials concerning Latin America and 
Economics from L. Liepe. Albuquerque Public Library also donated a size- 
able gift of 1,304 books and 3,278 serials. 

The Catalog Department Is trying to cope with the increased processing 
and made many changes in procedure. Several mechanical and microform aids 
were Instituted to improve procedures. The Hlcrographlc Cataloging 



Retrieval System and the Oennlson Copier have been utilized to produce 
copy from the National Union Catalogs. M-h of the cataloging origin- 
ited outside of the Library by use of the Abel. Baker and Taylor and 



In Spring, 1974 the Catalog departTient was divided into two areas of 
responsibility: Original Cataloging and Processing. Separation of the 
departments allowed better control over the problems of Original Cata- 
li^ging and handling of the processing work done by the commercial agencies. 
In Decetrber, 1973 the Catalog department in cooperation with the Systems 
Librarian began planning procedures and studied various training manuals 
pertaining to the Ohio College Library Center system which will be 
utilized on an on-line computer basis to obtain cataloging data. It 
is anticipated that the system will be In operation by September 1, 1974. 

The Catalog Oepartnient (Original Cataloging) Is anticipating Its move 
Into the new addition to the building in November, 1974. There have been 
many Inconveniences caused by the construction; however, It has not 
created any obstructions in operation, except for excessive noise due to 
construction equlprrent, irachinery, etc. 

As was mentioned earlier, in t..e Spring, 1974 the Processing Depart- 
ment was set up "to increase efficiency and effectiveness of processing 
operations, to place proper attention and erphasis to the type of wort 
which uUir^tely handles most pieces made available to the public." 
Soce of the reorganization did help In processing new tUles, aided In 
clearing up filing backlogs, and created a record In the addition of over 
5,000 volumes during the month of May, 1974. 

Revised Sitrplified Filing Rules were organized for use of the filers 
and other departments In the library to give a better understanding of 
filing procedures. A review was made of the changes thdt had been made 
due to the division of the main card catalog from a dictionary catalog 
to an author-title and subject caUlog. The general opinion was that 
some gain had been made in use and filing procedures, and although not 
flgnificant. It was sufficient to create a better use of the card caUlog 
even if it may have required more training information on the part of the 
Reference Department in teaching use of the caulogs to the clientele.

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During the year the decision was made not to file 3ny serial cards 
In the -^aln catalog since it was planned to have full reliance upon the 
use of the Libra ry Serial s Printout and the Serials Subject List , These 
lists were issued on nicroflche in Aug-jst and September, 1974 respectively, 
through tne cooperavlon of Serldls Departincnt and the Reference Department. 

In March, 1974 the Serials O'ipartment was moved Into the basenent so 
that the Acquisitions Oepartnent could be expanded and to prepare for 
eventual occupation of the area as a Periodical °com upon completion of 
the addition. Floor space In the new wing viV. anx)unt to over 27,000 
square feet. It is planned to combine this area with the previous 13,000 
square feet to have the combined spac ♦'or all serUls In the library 
which are received a minimum of four times a year. Some of the area will 
also be used for all microforms and some government docunients. It Is 
anticipated that some reorganization will have to be undertiken to Include 
these new activities 1n the Periodical Room. At the present tlire some 
staff has been transferred from the Circulation Department to put the 
handl 1ng--1nclud1ng shelving of periodicals— under the Jurisdiction of 
the Serials Department. 

The bindery section was also moved Into the basement placing the 
activities of the section In close proximity to the display shelving area 
and naking the pick-up of Items needed for binding more effective. 

Another major project Is the transfer of the pharmacy serials to the 
Library of the Medical Sciences. It Is anMclpatcd that in November, 1974 
this project will be completed and then work will begin on the transfer 
of books In the pharmacy classifications. 

C ollection Development Oivlsion 

The status of the Division was established In Oecember, 1973 and 
approved by the Vice-President for Academic AffaVs In ^«4rch 1974. The 
title was changed at that time from the Bibliography Oepartment to the 
Collection Development Division as suggested by the Booi, Allen and 
Hamilton Survey Report In November 1972. 

Dne of the chelf reasons behind the change was a shift In collection 
building from a general faculty selection system to a centralized library 



responsibility bKduse of the passage of the bond Issue which would 
require an expenditure In the next four years of approximately 
$3,200,000, of bond nx)ney and S2.000.000. of general support funds. 

Many changes have been made In collection building procedures as 
the Increased funds require switching from title-by title selection 
to bloc purchasing, approval plans and blanket order plans with pub- 
lishers and jobbers tnroughout the world. 

In soTe cases intentional unwanted dunllcates will be shared through 
a cooperative purchase plan with the otner acadoTi'c llbrarips m t^e 
state. 

Special funds have been set aside to handle special research on 
reserve book needs. These ItefPS receive priority cn "rush" handling. 

At the present time the Assistant Dean for Collection Development 
Is assisted by four full time professional bibliographers supplenented 
by four part-time subject specialists such as the Business and Admin- 
Istratlve Scl-nces Librarian. Music and Fine Arts Librarians. Special 
Collections Librarian and Reference, 

In DecefTber. 1973 a •'B1b-Rap»' Seninar Day was held fcr acquisition 
librarians around the state to discuss book acquisitions and selections 
procedures. In the Spring 1974 several In-service library sessions 
were held on the new concept of bibliographic procedures In which appro- 
val plans, blanket orders and other methods were explained. 

Cooperative buying on local, state and national levels Is being 
considered so that cerUIn types of expensive sets are not duplicated. 
This work Is being done through cooperative listing of Items available 
through the New Mexico Academic Library Council. The Southwest Consortium, 
and menbership In the Center for Research Libraries In Chicago, 

Many special collections are being added through the facilities of 
the bond issue. A few Include such Items as the British ParllamenUry 
Papers of l.ono volumes, the Day Collection of Science Fiction serials 
of 1,200 volunes. the McGuIre Collection of Classical and Medieval 
Literature and History, the T, Lynn Smith Collection of Latin American 
soclaloglcal history consisting of extensive holdings in book and 
pamphlet form. 

Also Argentina Biography and History. Latin American Collection on 
Politics, a History of Mathematics collection and many others, 
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Other Activities 

Many new activities were begun under the direction of the Dean of 
Library Services, Dr. John F. Harvey. He established, in cooperation 
with staff fr.errbers, a Council on Staff Affairs. A irenber of the Council 
was also an ex-officio mef?ber of the Administrative Council and partici- 
pated In various discussions of activities and pclicies pertaining to 
the 1 lurary. 

Majcr cnphasis of the Council's activities Incl'j'^ed the study of 
var-ious grievance procedures, physical problers of library operations 
as It pertained to staff, improverrent coimunications between the 
m^nagerient and the staff, ar.d salary an^' classification questions. 

Another active liorary group was the Education Comnittee which arranged 
for several tours to the Albuquerque Public Schools Library Processing 
and Data Services Center, the examination of the new Instructional Media 
Services facilities with which the library cooperates in handling of 
16 mrt films; as well as a tour to t^e Sandia Corporations Data Processing 
Center a^^d a seniinar on the Bibliographic Department's activities. The 
main goal of the group has been to expand communication of our library 
with that of other Institutions and to acquaint the staff with genercl 
educational topics, current events and new systt.-s. 

Bringing creative talent to the attention of the library clientele has 
been the work of the Exhibits Connlttee which has had several functions: 
a aeneral Library Staff Arts and Crafts Exhibit; an exhibit by several 
Mexican-American artists, a reception for the writer, Jacinto Quirarte. 
Exhibits on Brazilian books, the State Bond Purchase books, Swiss Graphics, 
UNM Press books, and the Making of the Book Exhibit of Carl Herzog were 
all well received. 

The Library Bibliographic Series started by Mr. David 0. Kelley several 
years ago was re-Instituted by Or. John F. Harvey under a new series de- 
signated as SOURCES. Two publications were pt-oduced and are being sold 
throggh the facilities of the University Bookstore. Three manuscripts 
have been accepted and are awaiting typing. Two others are under consid- 
eration. 

The title Discography of Hispanic Music in the Fine Arts Library of 
the University of New Mexico, by Ned Sublette, Compiler, has had very

anticipated that the new publication by the Reference Staffs of the 
University Libraries: Catalog of Indexes and Abstracts In the Univer- 
sity of New Hexico libraries .

The legislative Information Comnlttee was established to itake staff 
■embers nore aware of the activities of the legislature and to bring the 
attention of the legislators to the plight of libraries. There was 
close coordination with the university officials who make mo^t of the 
legislative contact; as well as with various regents and members of the 
6EF as well as the legislators theniselves through attendance of meeting 
or luncheon programs. Activities Included extending and Invitation to 
and showing about twentyflve members of the Chamber of Commerce the llbr* 
ary's facilities. Close cooperation was established with the NHIA Icgis* 
latlon and IntellKtual Freedom Committee to obtain state-wide backing 
for library support. 

During the year there was established a libraries' Reference Council 
to create closer rapport between all the libraries on campus. Various 
ncPbers of the council met thrCuU9hout the year to discuss activities and 
problens pertaining to an excnange of Information and problems related 
to reference materials. 

Another acLlve gioup was the library Aud1o*V1sual Committee which 
studied and made some recomnendatlons as to what direction the library 
should take In development of aud1o*v1sual activities. Several policies 
were suggested and the committee will continue to study the problems 
which came up. An Interim policy on 16 nm films decided that the library 
would purchase these films, but deposit them with the Instructional Media 
Services for use campus-wide. It Is anticipated that after remodelling 
of the Zimmerman I that the library should use part of the area In the 
T*SKt1on of the old building for establishment of various audio-visual 
activities. However, at tnis time It Is not feasible from a staffing 
and remodelling standpoint. 

During the year the Staff Social Comlttee had several functions In- 
cluding a Christmas dinner, aid to a needy family, several social act1v« 
itlts Including hiking and retirement and staff departure turtles. 
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Dr. T. M Pearce, Historian of the New Mexico Folklore Society worked 
wuh ref-fcers of the staff tc attenpt to find means of enlarging the. New 
Mex' -i Folklore Fund and to work on the New Mexico Folklore Index, a sub- 
ject file first prepared in 1955 and currently located In the Special 
Collections Cepartr.ent of the Library. - Plans were made to cooperate with 
Colorado College to obtain Information on their bibl 1(!)graph1cal guide 
to Spanish folklore of that region. 
Friends of the Librar y 

In Novprber 1973 William Wemrod was erplos ' as the Executive 
Secretary of the Fnentis of the Library. At the present time there are 
590 nenbers. During the year, a cash qU* of $2,000. as a memorial fund 
was solicited fron Mrs. G. Frleirran as well as a tape collecclon Including 
lectures and interview!: of Ir^portant literary dignitaries was obtained 
from Or. Alexarcier Masley. Other persons hava been approached for support 
especially for the College of Fine Arts and the Fine Arts Library. 
A Lecture Serj es , which was inaugurated during this fiscal year by Dr, 
John F. Harvey presented eight distinguished guest lecturers In the Clinton 
P. Anderson room in the General Library, Incidental costs for the series 
were paid for by the Friends. 

The First Annual Shapiro Book Collection Contest , another Innovation o^ 
Dr. Harvey's, >^ad excellent participation and wa<; supported by a $250. 
grant from the Friends. 

The Frierds contributed funds to buy a valuable edition of William 
Blake's Illustrations for Gray's Elegy In a Country Churchyard . The 
volume cost more that $1,000. 

The Southwest Academic Library Consortium 

The ConsortljTi membership has grown to thirty-three members as of June 
30, 1974. This spring the headquarters for the Consortium has been trans- 
ferred to Eastern New Mexico University, which Is the geographic center of 
the area of membership In the states of Oklahoma, Texas and New Mexico. The 
Executive Secretary position was also transferred from Or. John F. Harvey 
to ft-. Pearce Grove. 

Last year's grant tc the University of New Mexico's General Library 
totaled $8,913. No grants have been distributed this y«ar. The only major 
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project of the Institutions this year was the S heUlist Measurenient 
P'^Ject undertaken to collect approximate data on subject holdings In 
the various libraries. There is to be a title count only, not volumes. 
Staff Activities 

Many of the staff--both professional and cl erical --pijrticipated m 
varied eve-ts: political, social, travel and education?!. A gcodly 
nu-^ber of then jre e'^^.ged in e^jcational improvtre^t p'ograns Ic^dir"; to 
either second decrees or Pn.D, projrurs. The libra, y added sev?'-.M rc-w 
st^ff rc-^cers v*ith Ph.D decrees or Ph.D. in progress. Severa'. s*aff 
cia?bo'S hid cncpter-, in bfoks. articles or books publUred during t'l: 
i£jr. Many partidpatLd ;n ir na tional travel in arta^ such as Africa, 
South ^Terica, Europe and several visited As^'attc countries. 

Participation In professional organizations was he'd on all levels 
ranging from activities in the Greater Albuquerque Library Association 
to offices in national organizations. Several staff ircmbers participated 
fn buying trips, es;t:ciany In New York; and one irerber—sponsored by 
The Langujge-Area Center for Latin Ajr-erican Stud1es--covered a number^ 
of Latin American countries and made approval plan arrangements wHh 
nunbeious dealers In Puerto Rico, Brazil, Columbia, Peru, Chile and 
Argentina,
